Let’s hold our boys and girls.

New plants, hearing flowers of un 
usual size. beauty or character, and 
foliage plants of striking variegation 
and grace, are always welcome in 
the 
garden, 
cither 
as 
specimen 
plants or clumps to give variety to 
the old favorites. 
Several of these 
plants, while old-timers so far as ex­ 
isting cultivation is concerned, arc 
sr* old that they are new 
to 
most 
gardeners. 
They are worth 
trying 
out as a matter of interest. 
As 
a specimen 
plant 
or 
small 
group, or for growing as a pot plant 
as a porch ornament, the Daturas, 
with their great white and creamy 
yellow trumpets, deliciously flagrant, 
will prove interesting. A relative of 
the jimson weed, they have none of 
its ill-flavored characteristics except 
the “thorn apple” seed pod. The foli­ 
age la more delicate and tho flowers 
delightfully fragrant 
Neither are 
they rank glowers, such as the de­ 
spised weed. 
Known as Angel’s 
Trumpet 
and 
Horn of Plenty to old-fashioned pard­ 
ners, these plants are now seldom 
seen. 
The Angel’s Trumpet ha* snowy 
white flowers with purplish tinting 
tin the exterior. 
It 
comes 
single, 
double and triplicate, the first hav­ 
ing a single trumpet, the second a 
trumpet within ;* trumpet and the 
third three, one within one. Golden; 
Queen Datura has creamy yellow 
bloom and is usually a little larger 
flowered than the white. They make 
well branched plants about two feet 
In height and sometimes arc grown 
for greenhouse ornamentation. They 
like a light sol!. 
The butterfly pea. Ontrosema. Is 
another unusual plant, a vine mak­

beds where a striking foliage effect 
was desired. 
It Is a grass of strong 
growth, reaching a height of about 
four feet.

^ PRISON DOCTOR DIES 
AFTER AN OPERATION 


KANSAS 
CITY, M o., March 3.— 
The Rev. Anton Kuhls. founder of 
S t Margaret’s hospital, and for iorty- 
fouV- years pastor of St. Mary's Cath­ 
olic church in Kansas City, Kas., died 
at 3:18 o'clock yesterday at St, Mar­ 
garet’s hospital. 
He was 83 years 
old. He is survived by a niece, Miss 
Ellen Friedrichs, 
and 
a 
nephew, 
Father 
Anthony 
Kuhls, 
both of 
Burksville, HL 
Father Kuhls came to Kansas City, 
Kas., in October, 1864, from Leaven­ 
worth when he was 25 years old. He 
iound a village of three hundred per­ 
sons, with five Catholic families, but 
in surrounding 
communities were 
forty more. The young priest imme­ 
diately became active in behalf of 
his church. 
The sacristy was his 
parlor, dining room, kitchen and 
dormitory. He was too poor to own 
a home. 
Father Kuhls lived to see the city 
become the metropolis of its state, 
with 110,000 persons. 
Where once 
his small church accompanied 
the 
faithful on the day of worship, he 
saw fifteen churches, 
any 
one of 
which was larger than the original 
, St. Mary’s. 
A few years after the young priest 
! had taken the church he saw a poor 
man, legs crushed by a railroad train, 
taken to the city jail, because there 
w as no hospital to which he could go. 
Father Kuhls resolved to build a hos­ 
pital with its doors closed to no one.

AMBULATORY IN 
RUSSIA SUCCESS 


MOSCOW", Russia (By Mail)—The 
patronage of the American 
Relief 
Administration ambulatory and free 
drug store in this city is increasing 
daily. 
During the past month, 1400 
prescriptions were filled in the drug 
store and an average of 300 persons 
daily visited the clinics. 
The remedy most in demand ac­ 
cording to Dr. Samuel B. Ross, chief 
of the A. R. A. medical division in 
Moscow, is cod liver oil. 
Over a 
barrel of cod liver oil every week is 
being given out by the A. R. A. free 
drug 
store. 
Over 
300 
children’s 
homes in and around Moscow are 
also supplied with drugs, dressings, 
cod liver oil and soap from the drug 
store. 
The ambulatory has been so suc­ 
cessful that it may be taken over by 
the city w hen the A. R. A. completes 
its work in Russia. Dr. Ross reports 
that the governing bodies of the city 
have already tried to gain control of 
it. The A. R. A. treatments are giv­ 
en to certain classes whom the or­ 
ganization selects and to any unem­ 
ployed or needy person, on personal 
proof of unemployment. 
When the 
National Tuberculosis 
Congress of Russia held its 
recent 
session in Moscow, the American Re­ 
lief Administration ofiered to give 
supplies to all the tubercular insti­ 
tutions that applied for aid during 
the week. 
More than 20 hospitals 
and sanitoriums were given supplies. 
This number was in addition to the 
tubercular hospitals that the Ameri­ 
can Relief Administration regularly 
furnishes with supplies every month.

The Missouri Pacific railway rep­ 
resentatives who met here with the 
directors of the Boonville Chamber 
of Commerce declared that the road
